^to create any damage but it caused a 
general scurrying for safe places. 


The rain compelled another abandon- 


ment. of the search for dead. 


Over two hundred men resumed work 


• on the ruins this morning. 


Money, food and clothing continue to 


^arrive on every train. 


The burying of the dead continues to- 


day. 
There Are 118 Dead; 75 Still Missing- 


New iiichmond, Wis., June 15— [Spe- 


'•eialj— The body of Martin, the village 


barber, was found this morning. 


According to the most reliable esti-

-and about 75 still missing. 


KNOWN DEAD AT NEW RlCHAIOjNB. 


'One Hundred and. Eighteen Have Been 


Identified — Total May Kencu 10O. 
New Richmond, "Wls., June 15. — 


"Words can give no adequate impres- 
sion of what that -cyclone of Monday 
night did to New Richmond. Racing 
•tip Willow river and the Omaha tracks 
.Irom North Wisconsin Junction, the 
.maelstrom of the air seems to have 
•deliberately chosen the center of New 
Richmond for the most fearful dem- 
••onstration of its power. 


Viewed from a commanding point, 


"the destruction is so complete, covers 
• so large a territory and shows itself 
.in so many forms, that it is difficult 
-to believe that the -force of moving 
air was equal alone to the accomplish- 
ment of the task. The bare tree 
trunks suggest a fire, and yet, not be- 
:lng charred, a casual observer would 
know that the wind had not brought 


' "with it a mass of moving fire. 


Over thirty funerals were held on 


~Wednesdaay. All through . the day 
'.processions were passing through the 


• vtown, some to the Catholic cemetery 
•on the west and some to the Prot- 
estant cemetery on the east.' There 
"was but one street passable from east 
to west, and this was a narrow, mud- 
-dy thoroughfare between the ruins of 
buildings. There were no hearses, 
=and the dead were carried to the grave 
-in grocery wagons in most cases, with 
a- bed 'quilt thrown across the casket. 
There are still many unburied dead 


a dozen bodies unidentified. 
Two Churches XJaed .as Morgues. 


The two churches used as tempo- 
rary morgues were most distressing 
;places all day. Anxious people came 
to look fearfully <at the dead faces and 
to inquire with bated breaths the 
:nanies of the .identified. The men who 
learned that dear ones were dead 
^usually went away quietly with tear- 
•Btained faces, but the poor bereaved 
•women often broke down and wept 
Jaeart-brokenly. Sut the dead who lay 
unclaimed and unattended 
in th9 


-•Echoolhouse presented the most dis- 
tressing spectacle. 


One great trouble just now is the 


-lack of bridges to get. 'from one part 
•of town to another. 
The iron bridge 


-over Willow river at Main street was 
the only wagon bridge connecting ths 
business section, which was wholly 
south of the river, with the north side 
where are all the sidetracks on both 
railroads. The bridge is in the river, 
•and there is no communication be- 
tween the two sections except by the 


. Omaha railroad bridge. Until a tem- 


.porary bridge can be built or side- 
tracks can be built on the south side 
-of the 'river, all the relief cars must 
"be stored on the 'north side and the 
provisions carried to the south side on 
•the shoulders of men. The distance is 
more than half a mile. 


Known JDead -Number 118. 


All Monday night and all (lay Tues- 


'day the work of searching for vic- 
•tims of Monday's tornado, was con- 
tinued. Ha:f a dozen bodies have been 
taken from the debris. 


These, with further reports from tb.e 


country, raise the number of known 
•dead at midnight to 118. A conserva- 
ties estimate of the dead in New Rich- 
-niond and the adjacent country brings 
•the total up to 150. 'The total number 
°f injured is placed at 250 to 300.

At midnight the family of the dead 


statesman realized that his end was near 
and everything possible was done to re- 
vive the distinguished patient but with- 
out success. 


Bland was flrsttaken ill|in March, when 


he suffered an attack of grip, although 
the immediate cause of his death was 
cerebral congestion. 


The body will lie in state tomorrow 


and Saturday. William J. Bryan will 
probably be present at the obsequies. 


Congressman Richard P. Bland had 


acquired an enviable position in the 
ranks of modern .politics. Although a 
democrat his firiends were not confined 
to the ranks of hie party, but he was 
admired and esteemed by all classes for 
his many noble traits. 


He was the author of the Bland silver 


bill. It re-established the silver dollar 
containing 412A grains of troy silver as 
n legal tender; but its special feature 
was a clause requiring the treasury to 
purchase every month not less than two 
million or more than four million dol- 
lars worth of silver bullion and to coin 
it into dollars. His bill was passed over 
President Hayes' veto.

A SHIP 


That Rose Prom the Sea. 


A SAILOR'S YARN. 


"You landlubbers -write harrowing 


tales of the ships'thnt sink in the sea. 
Bat did yon never hear of a sunken 
•hip that came back from Davy' Jones' 
locker?" said one of the veteran sea 
dogs ,at the Sailors' Snvjg Harbor, at 
Staten Island, near New York, to a vis- 
itor. "I saw one come back," he went 
on in a lower tone. 


"I have seen ships go down. I have 


been in many wrecks and have seen iny 
fall share of all the strange sights of 
the sea, but no other sight ever made 
nay blood rran so cold nor tuy heart sink 
BO low as the sight of a great ship ris- 
ing to the surface tbrongh a thousand 
fathoms of water, with a crew of dead 
men between her decks. It happened 
back iu the fifties, when I was able sea- 
man on the Mary Clay, a brig trading 
to South American ports. We were 
coming up from Rio, I think it was, 
•with a cargo of hides and coffee, and a 
long spell of storms'and contrary winds 
drove us far otit of our course and off 
to the east in the Atlantic. -Onr main 
and top masts had all gone by the board 
long before the storms ended. 


"When the weather cleared finally 


«nd the waves went down, we.were on 
the edge of the Sargasso sea. The green 
surface of that ocean graveyard was 
torn and broken by the storm as far as 
we« could see, and great piles and 
patches of torn seaweed were floating 
all around us. There came a day of 
calm and sunshine after two weeks of 
etorm, and all hands were set to work 
fixing up a jury rig, with which we 
finally reached port. We had a bit of 
canvas spread forward and another aft 
on poles, just enough to give us steer- 
ing way while we worked. A current 
and a light wind from the south helped 
a bit, and i we were slowly drawing 
away from that sea of grewsome green. 


"There was a long, heavy under 


swell, waves seeming to come up from 
the very bottom as if the storm through 
which we had passed had stirred the 
ocean to its uttermost depths. Joe Dill, 
the first mate, and I were at work by 
the rail on'the starboard side forward 
at 10 o'clock in the morning. 'What's 
that?' said Joe as he caught my arm 
and pointed to a disturbance in the 
water some 200 yards off our bow. 


"I looked at the spot indicated. Be- 


yond a heap of broken weed from the 
Sargasso that was drifting along beside 
TJS there was a big patch of fairly clear 
water. As I looked huge bubbles ap- 
peared on the surface, and then a great 
mound of green water and 
greener 


weed seemed to rise 50 feet above the 
surface. As this mound of weed and 
water rolled away to the level of the 
surrounding sea there broke from the 
spot where we had seen the bubbles the 
broken masts of what.had been a full 
rigged ship. 


"Dill shouted some warning to the 


captain, but he did not move out of hia 
tracks. We stood there as if chained to 
the deck, and saw the hull of a big ship 
rise out of that.seaas slowly and ma- 
jestically as a giant whale undisturbed 
might come to. the surface to blow. She 
came up on an even keel and rose until 
her upper deck was clear of the water 
and floated there,- rolling slowly with 
the even roll of the sea that had cast 
her up. We could see that the vessel 
had foundered in a storm. Her masts 
•were all broken oS as if she had been 
caught unpreparej in a sudden squall, 
and the spars and rigging were twisted 
and piled upon the deck and hanging 
over the rail as if the crew had been 
Unable to cut them away. 


"We could see that the risen ship had 


been long under water. Barnacles hung 
from her rails and the broken timbers 
above deck were covered with the dark 
green slimy weed that is found only at 
a great depth. It was easy enough to 
guess how she had gone down. Caught 
in a sudden squall, she had strained her 
framework and broken a rent some 
where below the water lino that sent 
her to the bottom, probably before the, 
crew had time to man a boat But how 
had she come to the surf ace t 


"Officers and crew of the Mary Clay 


ran to the starboard rail and looked at 
the derelict that had come up from be- 
low with staring eyes and blanchecl 
/aces. No ruan of ua had ever heard of 
ench a thing before, and we were so 
'dose to {he wreck that there was n^> 
•chance that we were mistaken. 
The 


chip was not a derelict that had been 
floating with decks awash. She lyjd not 
been concealed from our view by float- 
ing seaweed. The vessel had risen to 
the surface in a big patch of clear wa- 
ter and half the crew of the Mary Clay 
bad seen her come up. 


For a time we were so startled by 


what we had seen that no man made a 
move to do anything. Then the captain 


recovered his nerve and called for vol- 
unteers to board the strange craft and 
see what we could learn about her. At 
6rst the men drew back. There was 
something so uncanny about the stran- 
ger that tbey wanted to get away as 
East as possible. Filially a boat crew, 
led by the first mate, volunteered, and 
we went over and boarded the sudden 
and mysteriously arisen derelict. 
We 


slipped on the 'thick green slime that 
covered the deck as we climbed over 
the rail, and the pale faces of the men 
showed that they had no heart in the 
work we had undertaken to do. 


"A hasty glance about the deck 


showed'that everything was gone by 
the board except the broken spars and 
torn, rigging that hung to the stumps 
of the masts. The beats were all gone. 
The wheelbouse was stove in, and the 
captain's cabin had been crushed by 
falling spars. With an oar from our 
boat we scraped among some of the sea- 
weed and slime and found that the 
hatches had all been battened down.' 
We found the main gangway covered 
with a dense heap of seaweed, in which 
there were scores of crabs and strange 
looking dwellers in the depths of the 
southern seas. With much labor we 
cleared away this mass of stuff and 
reached the head of the ladder leading 
down from the main deck. Dill, the 
mate, looked down into the dark water 
that rose almost to the top of the gang- 
way, and then he sprang back with a 
cry of horror. 


"A sndden roll of the ship on a deep 


swell churned the water between decks 
and the bloated body of a dead sailor 
was ,thrown up the ladder and so 
wedged in the passageway that the face 
stared straight up at us. The flesh was 
soft and white, aaif ready to drop from 
the bones, and the eyes had already fallen 
out. The hideous face seemed to mock 
at us with a ghastly leer. 
. "With one accord we all started back 
toward the stern of the vessel, where 
our boat was tied to the rail. Before we 
reached the boat there came another 
heavy swell, the ship lurched to star- 
board and as she rolled back to an even 
keel something in her framework below 
decks broke with a muffled crash. Then 
a small fountain of black water, capped 
by yellow bubbles,: broke from the open 
gangway and a great quantity of gas 
that had been confined below shot high 
up into the air with a report like escap- 
ing steam. 


•"With this eruption from the depths 


of the ship there came an odor of de- 
caying flesh so strong and sickening 
that we fell-into our boat, almost over- 
come. Tlifi line was cut and we pushed 
away as quickly as possible. Mcst of us 
were so overcome that we were unable 
to handle the oars, but, fortunately, an- 
•other roll on a sunken wave carried the 
ship away from ut* and we were clear of 
the horrible odor. .The roar of escaping 
gas continued for several minutes, and 
then the broken and battered derelict 
settled stern first and sank swiftly out 
of sight. . • 
. 


"The Mary Clay-reached home in 


time and on oar next trip to South 
America we found a possible solution of 
the remarkable incident of a ship rising 
from the sea.. A British vessel 'loaded 
with live stock for Brazil hatl been lost 
some months before, probable near the 
Sargosaa sea. If,the ship settled on an 
even keel at the bottom, sand arid uea- 
w«ed might hiive closed .the rent in her 
bull that caused her to sink. Then, with 
the hatches tatteued down above, the 
decomposition of the bodies of the ani- 
mals that hrid formed the cargo would 
create enough gas between decks in 
time to cause the vessel to rise to the 
surface. When we cleared the gangway 
the gas escaped and the broken vessel 
went to the bottom a second time." — 
New York Cor. St. Louis Globe-Demo- 
crat. '
